G M Chief Says New 
Price Hikes In Offing 


MILFORD. 
Mich.

General Motors Corp. C hair­ 
man 
Richard C. G erstenberg 
warned today of another round 
of price hikes on top of the 
average increase of nearly $450 
just 
imposed on 
1975 model 
cars. 
“ There are many cost pres­ 
s u r e s ,” G e rs te n b e rg sa id . 
“ How long we will be able to 
hold our present prices is a big 
question.” 
Speaking to newsmen at the 
50th anniversary celebration of 
the GM Proving Ground, Ger­ 
stenberg said one way to hold 
down prices wou’d be elim ina­ 
tion 
of some governm ent-or­ 
dered safety and emission con­ 
trol equipment. 
Removal of the controversial 
safety belt-interloek system, al­ 
ready under consideration by 
Congress, might mean a saving 
of up to $40 a car. G erstenberg 
estim ated the governm ent-m an­ 
dated equipment has added $270 
to the price of the average car 
since 1972. 
If the governm ent allows re­ 
moval of some equipment, Ger­ 
stenberg said, “ we would cut 
the prices based on the cost 
savings that were achieved. " 
GM last week began selling 
1975 cars early because of 


shortages of some larger 1974 
models. Price tags had been 
trim m ed an average $54 follow­ 
ing criticism by President Ford 
of a nearly $500 price hike. 
Gerstenberg, who this past 
weekend predicted 1975 model 
tales would be up by 500,000 
cars over gas-short 1974, said a 
prim ary concern is continually 
rising costs and shortages of 
some basic m aterials. 
“ Cost increases of any kind 
bother the hell out of us," he 
said, “and every time we raise 
the price of our products, we 
limit our potential m arket." 
Gerstenberg said costs are 
increasing at the rate of about 
$50 per month per vehicle while 
profits on each vehicle are just 
over $100. He said a return to 
wage and price controls would 
not help and said the cost of 
living advisory group will give 
the public “ an idea of what 
causes inflation.” 
The increase in new car sales 
should help reduce the size of 
GM's unemployed ranks, Ger­ 
stenberg said. From a high of 
about 82,000 workers on indefi­ 
nite layoffs in February, GM 
has recalled about 28,000 and 
hopes to have no more than 
40,000 off the job by January, 
he said. 


Soyuz Mission Scuttled 
By Problems In Docking 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rus­ 
sia’s Soyuz 15 space mission 
w as ended p re m a tu re ly last 
week because its pilots appar­ 
ently perform ed incorrect ren­ 
dezvous m aneuvers with the 
Salyut space station, according 
to an American trade m aga­ 
zine. 
A viation W eek and Space 
Technology said in its Sept. 2 
issue that the urgency of the 
Soyuz 15 return was caused by 
limited electrical battery power 
in the spacecraft. The two-man 
sp a c e c ra ft w as designed to 
draw its electricity from the 
orbiting Salyut and apparently 
was not equipped with solar 
panel generators, the magazine 


said. 
Soyuz 15 was launched Aug. 
26 and brought back to earth in 
bad w eather shortly after mid­ 
night local time last Thursday. 
The rep o rt said Soyuz 15 
should have rendezvoused with 
the Salyut on Soyuz’ 16th orbit. 
But the magazine said visual 
observations m ade by observ­ 
e rs at E n g lan d 's K ettering 
G ram m ar School five orbits lat­ 
er indicated Soyuz was 75 miles 
ahead of and below Salyut. 
The Russians said only that 
Soyuz 15 made repeated ap­ 
proaches to the Salyut station. 
The Soyuz 14 pilots successfully 
docked with Salyut and spent 
two weeks in it last month.

Abrams Is 
Fading Fast

Army Chief of Staff Creighton 
W. 
Abrams, whose condition 
has steadily deteriorated since 
he was hospitalized more than 
two weeks ago, suffered from 
severe heart strain today and 
doctors reported there were in­ 
dications his vital signs had 
weakened. 
A spokesman at W alter Reed 
Army Medical Center said the 
four-star general was listed as 
“ seriously 
ill" for the third 
straight day. This designation, 
the spokesman said, is “the 
most serious description of con­ 
dition used by the A rm y.” 
“ Presently his heart is under 
severe strain and there are 
indications that his vital signs 
are weakening,” the spokesman 
said. “ Although he spent a fair­ 
ly restful night, Gen. A bram ’s 
condition continues to deterio­ 
rate." 
Abrams, 59, was adm itted at 
W alter heed Aug. 17, suffering 
shortness of breath and irregu­ 
lar heart rhythm. L ater diagno­ 
sis confirmed the presence of 
thrombophlebitis of the right 
leg and a blood clot in the 
artery of the lung. A cancerous 
lung was removed three months 
ago. 
The heart, a hospital spokes­ 
m an said, has been under 
strain to force blood past the 
clot in the rem aining lung.

checks for the lower amount.

Marin County Transit District directors today 
narrowly rejected appeals that they help prevent 
a threatened halt to bus service for some 600 high 
school students. 
The decision throws the issue 
back in the lap of Tam alpais 
High School District trustees, 
who have declared the school 
district cannot afford to pay for 
the service. 
The Golden Gate Bridge Dis­ 
trict, which has operated most 
of the service involved in the 
dispute, has agreed to resume 
the bus runs with the opening of 
school Thursday, but to do so 
only until the issue is settled as 
to who is going to pay for it. 
Both federal and state law pro­ 
hibit the bridge district from 
paying for the service, accord­ 
ing to its attorney. 
County transit district direc­ 
tors, also insisting they cannot

- Eagleton Asks Foreign Aid Cut 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (UPI) — Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton, D-Mo., said yesterday the amount of 
foreign aid spending in the federal budget is 
“ asinine” and should be cut in an 
effort to ease inflation. 
Eagleton said former President 
Richard Nixon’s recommended for­ 
eign aid budget was $8.4 billion. 
“We have so many foreign aid 
programs it is difficult to total them 
up,” he said. 
“This 
is asinine. 
Foreign aid should be slashed.” 
Eagleton said a $5 billion reduc­ 
tion in federal spending is minimal 
to curb inflation, which he termed “the priority 
concern and the No. I enemy of the American 
people.” 
“In fact, the Senate has already voted this year 
for a $10 billion cut and I believe with diligent 
effort, this could be achieved,” he said.

The economic advisory com­ 
mission to the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
said today it would recom mend 
freezing crude oil 
prices at 
$11.36-a-barrel until the end of 
1974. 
The organization’s 12 m em ­ 
ber nations produce 85 per cent 
of world oil im ports. Their deci­ 
sion last year to quadruple 
crude oil prices rocked econo­ 
mies around the globe. 
Advisory officials predicted a 
call for a general cutback in 
crude oil production to elim i­ 
nate a current surplus — esti­ 
mated at two million barrels a 
day — which has threatened to 
push prices down.

MOSCOW (UPI) - A dozen 
years ago, Nikita Khrushchev 
said a donkey could create bet­ 
ter works of art than sculptor 
E rnst Neizvestny. 


On Monday, workmen erected 
a bronze bust by Neizvestny at 
K hrushchev’s grave —the only 
monument to the late prem ier 
in the Soviet Union. 


Neizvestny, 49, stood by with 
Khrushchev’s son, Sergei, 39, 
an electrical engineer, as the 
workmen put up the black and 
white tombstone and then rest­ 
ed the bronze bust on top. 


“ Yes, its quite good,” Sergei 
said as he helped line up the 
bust in the center of the eight- 
foot high tombstone. 


Raised letters on the monu­ 
m ent’s bronze base bore the 
inscription: “ Nikita Sergeivich 
Khrushchev 1894-1971.” 
The monument was put in 
place for the third anniversary 
of K hrushchev’s Sept. ll, 1971, 
death at the age of 77. A small 
family ceremony was planned 
on the anniversary to dedicate 
the mem orial. 
Two policemen kept back doz­ 
ens of curious onlookers and 
plainclothes secret police photo­ 
graphed W estern newsmen out­ 
side the cem etery. 
Workmen used a crane on a 
flatbed truck to hoist the three 
white m arble and three black 
granite slabs —each weighing 
two tons —into place. 
Neizvestny said the two col­ 
ors represented K hrushchev’s 
“ dualistic and, if you like, di­ 
alectic position, a man between 
good and bad.” 
The late prem ier, touring an 
art exhibit in 1961, looked over 
Neizvestny’s abstract creations 
and said, “ A donkey with his 
tail could do better w ork.” 


The sculptor, one of the best 
known in the Soviet Union, was 
reconciled with Khrushchev be­ 
fore 
the 
fo rm e r 
p re m ie r’s 
death. 
Sergei said his father did not 
specifically ask for Neizvestny 
to design the monument, but 
the family selected the sculptor 
because 
K hrushchev 
would 
have approved. 
Khrushcheg, 
removed 
from 
office IO years ago, was denied 
the Red Square burial given to 
his predecessors, Josef V. Sta­ 
lin and V I. Lenin. 
Instead, he was buried in a 
far com er of the Novodevichy 
Cemetery, where other famous 
R ussians a re in te rre d . Until 
now,

g rav e 
had 
been 
adorned only with a photograph 
and simple metal name plate.

Mass Grave 


Stops Talks 


On Cyprus

The discovery of a m ass 
grave of mutilated bodies in a 
small Turkish Cypriot village 
has postponed peace talks on 
divided Cyprus and hardened 
the island’s warring communi­ 
ties. 


Turkish Cypriot leader Rauf 
Denktash accused Greek Cypri­ 
ots yesterday 
of the 
“ mass 
m urder” of up to 85 persons in 
the village of M aratha along 
the island’s eastern coast. 


D e n k ta sh sa id s e a r c h e rs 
found 35 buHet-riddled bodies at 
the village and 
expected to 
uncover at least 50 more. Turk­ 
ish soldiers, wearing handker­ 
chiefs over their faces, kept up 
digging for more bodies. 


“The 
bodies 
are definitely 
T urkish C y p rio ts,” D enktash 
said. “Their relatives are there 
now trying to identify them ” 


He said the killers wired the 
victim s’ 
wrists 
together and 
then opened fire on the helpless 
villagers. He said some of the 
dead were beheaded. 


“ This added the final salt to 
our wounds,” Denktash said as 
he angrily called off yester­ 
d a y 's scheduled talks with 
P re sid e n t G lafkos d e rid e s , 
leader of the island’s Greek 
Cypriot community.

spokesman said the 
discussions, aimed at easing 
the plight of nearly 200,000 refu­ 
gees on the island, would take

The meeting was to be the 
first in a series of weekly, 
faceto-face talks set up by U N.

DETROIT (UPI) — Inflation 
has pushed up the cost of own­ 
ing and operating a car to 24 
cents a mile for the average 
guy or gal who drives a mid­ 
sized car for three years. 
In a subcompact, the cost per 
mile drops to 19 cents. Owners 
of standard-size models pay 
nearly 29 cents a mile. 
That comes to about $2,400 a 
year for the mid-sized car own­ 
er, not including the money he 
needed to buy the car. For the 
subcompact owner, the yearly 
cost is $1,900 and $2,900 for the 
big car owner.

Winds Of Police Change 
Blow Strong In Boston 


By LEW CODDINGTON 
Robert J. Di Grazia believes 
policemen should have “ a low 
profile” when dealing with the 
public, but within his own de­ 
partment, Di Grazia is anything 
but unobtrusive. 
The former Novato police 
chief has created a stir in the 
Boston police department since 
becoming its chief in Novem­ 
ber, 1972. Reforms — both cos­ 
metic and fundamental — have 
tumbled out of his office one 
after another. 
‘‘When I first got there, they 
had been doing things one way 
for years, and certain proce­ 
dures were entrenched,” said 
Di Grazia, in Marin to attend 
the funeral of Union City Police 
Chief William Cann, a former 
colleague on the Novato force. 
Di Grazia quickly made sev­ 
eral changes in Boston, and 
drew fire from several quart­ 
ers. 
Some policemen, he said, re­ 
sented the elimination of desk 
jobs and outmoded assign­ 
ments. Di Grazia said this ena­ 
bled him to increase the num­ 
ber of patrol cars on the street 
from 175 to 262 per day. 
Some administrators, on the 
other hand, resented his plans 
to give patrolmen more say 
through creation of task forces 
to study various aspects of de­ 
partmental activity, such as 
uniforms and rules. 
Another of Di Grazia's re­ 
forms involved expanding train­ 
ing. Recruits now spend a full 
year in training, half in the 
classroom and half on the 
streets. 
Di Grazia is philosophical 
about the opposition he stirred 
up. “ Things are settling down 
now.” he said, “ but you're al­ 
ways going to have infighting. 
lf you don't have any problems, 
its because the situation is 
static. 
“ People are victims of a sys-

He left for Missouri to take 
over St. Louis County’s 422-man 
force (the city of St. Louis has 
its own force), before moving 
on to Boston and its 3,000-man 
department and $50 million an­ 
nual budget. 
“ Boston is like any other big 
city,” he said. “ The central 
cities are where it's all hanging 
out at the present time. Small 
communities will have prob­ 
lems, but there’s more of 
everything in a large city." 


Di Grazia’s department cur­ 
rently is girding for a show­ 
down this fall over school bus­ 
ing. “ A lot of neighborhoods are 
saying, We won’t bus our chil­ 
dren ' and some are even say­ 
ing. ‘We won't let other chil­ 
dren in here.’ ” 
His response will not be a 
massive show of force. “ That 
went out with the 60s," he said. 
“ That was one of the biggest 
problems of law enforcement in 
general. We weren't too adept 
at the public relations end.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. 
District .Judge George L. Hart 
Jr.. today refused to order the 
manufacturer and distributor of 
a defective household trouble 
light to buy corrective advertis­ 
ing and said the public had

Hart also made permanent a 
court order which halted the 
sale and distribution of the 
product and which required 
stores to take back or replace 
lights when they are returned 
by consumers.

- Once the space shuttle is op­ 
erational, hopefully late in this 
decade or in the early 1980s. 
they envision shuttlecraft as 
commercial carriers for inter­ 
continental and perhaps some 
Cross-continental flights. 


For the disbelievers, ask 
them how long ago it was that 
they thought man never would 
land on the moon. 
Just as Skylab, the world’s 
first manned orbital scientific 
space station, was an extension 
of NASA’s Mercury. Gemini 
and Apollo space programs, so 
is the coming space shuttle an 
extension of Skylab.

Even the affluent

heir recreation close to home. 
The only answer, the Interior 
■eport argues, is to provide 
more recreation where the peo­ 
ple are This will mean viewing 
he urban environment as a 
^creation opportunity, not as 
an ugly place from which to 
flee. 
To implement the urban por­ 
tions of its national plan, the 
coport advocates the following 
Steps: 
Protect the remaining high 
quality natural areas around 
big cities. Today, such areas 
include the Santa Monica Moun­ 
tains in Los Angeles; the Poto­ 
mac River in Washington, 
DC.; and the Chattahoochee 
River in Atlanta. 
Cities should make more 


imaginative use of their recrea­ 
tion potential. Rooftops might 
be converted into gardens. 
School playgrounds could host 
neighborhood carnivals on 
weekends. Space under a city 
freeway might become a hand­ 
ball court. 
More flexible use could be 
made of public options, includ­ 
ing tax breaks to encourage 
landowners to protect open 
space, federal grants to hire 
city play supervisors, and funds 
to purchase unused rail routes 
tor bicycle trails. 
The price tag for such mea­ 
sures would be $25 billion over 
five years, with a $6.3 billion 
federal share, the report esti­ 
mated.

MOSCOW — The trademark 
is entering into its own here. 
Editorials and news stories 
have been encouraging the pub­ 
lic's demand for brand-name 
items. 


One of the paradoxes here is 
the coexistence of goods-hungry 
customers on one side of the 
counter and an accumulation of 
unsold items on the shelves 
behind the counter. The trouble 
is not price or lack of money, 
but low quality and rising con­ 
sumer expectations. 
Buyers who used to snatch up 
any refrigerator, electric shav­ 
er, or television set they could 
get now- reject all but known 
brands with established reputa­ 
tions. 
The consumer grades brands 
by experience and word-of- 
mouth advice. 
A state quality seal was intro­ 
duced for approved brands sev­ 
en years ago. but the Literary 
Gazette says that of the 18.500 
items awarded the seal thus 


far. fewer than I per cent are 
consumer goods. The remain­ 
der are machines and other 
producer goods. 
A reader’s letter to the news­ 
paper Socialist Industry adds 
that 20 shoe models hold the 
state seal, but serially manu­ 
factured shoes of these models 
fail to live up to the quality of 
the samples on the basis of 
which the seal was awarded. 
The letter to Socialist Indus­ 
try proposed that advertising 
be divorced from the manufac­ 
turers’ or retailers’ control and 
serve to rate brands independ­ 
ently in the consumers’ inter­ 
est. 
At present, ads advise the 
public to buy TV sets, for ex­ 
ample, that carry a brand 
name, but they do not explain 
the merits of the brand. Many 
ads promote items which need 
no advertising, such as ice 
cream or the airline monopoly, 
and occasionally ads announce 
goods which are not available 
in the shops. 
A monthly magazine, the 
Commercial Herald, was start­ 


ed in 1972 to appraise consumer 
goods, but it is aimed at manu­ 
facturers and marketing per­ 
sonnel rather than at a wide 
readership 
Daily newspapers do not hesi­ 
tate to berate individual brands 
in scathing language. They 
print frequent letters of com­ 
plaint from readers 


A reader writes to the Izves- 
tia Sunday supplement that she 
spent more than 45 rubles 
(about $58) for two pairs of 
shoes which turned out to have 
defective heels and soles that 
came apart after a few days 
wear. If a pickpocket robbed 
her. she could complain to the 
police, she says. But what of 
the thousands robbed by such 
low-grade goods? 
Customarily, when such a 
complaint is printed, the news­ 
paper follows up a few weeks 
later with a report of a refund, 
an apology from the manufac­ 
turer, or his pledge of improved 
output.

CHICAGO (UPI) - Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, returning to 
City Hall after a 120-day ab­ 
sence. told reporters he is 
“ feeling fine” after his arterial 
surgery, and will decide within 
a few weeks about seeking an­ 
other term 
Daley, 72. appearing more 
relaxed than on other press 
conference occasions, said he 
had lost 25 to 30 pounds, “ but 
my state of health is very 
good " 
Daley said he would disclose 
his political plans after he de­ 
termines how he is able to 
handle his office duties. “ That 
is what the doctor told me to 
do,” he said. 
As chairman of the Cook 
County Central Committee, 
Daley is one of the more power­ 
ful Democrats in the nation. He 
said he also has not decided 
about seeking reelection as 
chairman. 
Daley entered Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s hospital May 6 after 
an attack of dizziness disclosed 
that he had .suffered “ a small 
stroke involving the left side of 
the brain." 
He had been recuperating at 
the Daley summer home near 
Benton Harbor. Mich. During 
the recuperation he declined an 
invitation to appear at the 
White House to confer with 
President Ford about problems 
of American cities.

SA C RA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Long-term solutions must be 
found for the pressing problems 
of school financing, collective 
bargaining and declining enroll­ 
ments to protect the future 
well-being of California’s public 
school system, the state’s top 
educator said today. 
But state Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Wilson Riles 
also said “ it is clear that we 
can meet these pressing prob­ 
lems” because of California’s 
past record of “ educational 
achievement." 
“ We must act as rapidly as 
possible to provide relief to our 
school districts,” Riles warned 
in a report on the “ State of 
Education” in California. 
The superintendent called for 
legislation to enable school dis­ 
tricts to cope with “ runaway 
inflation” in order to “ meet 
rising costs without increasing 
taxes.” 
He termed as a “ temporary 
relief measure” legislation be­ 
fore Governor Ronald Reagan 
that would increase state aid to 
schools to meet operational 
costs driven up by inflation. He 
said legislation should include a 
“ realistic inflation index which 
will more accurately relate to 
economic trends.” 
Riles also said legislation 
must be created that will be in 
“ full compliance” with the re­ 
quirements set forth in the his­ 
toric Serrano opinion of 1971 by 
the state Supreme Court. 
The ruling, which was used in 
a 1974 Superior Court decision, 
decreed that no substantial dis­ 
parities can exist in educational 
expenditures between school 
districts based on the assessed 
valuation of real property. 
“ Whatever method we use to 
meet the requirements of Ser­ 
rano, it must not be a method 
that equalizes poverty," Riles 
said 
“ We must improve the 
support of education, not make 
all districts equally poor." 
Riles termed the issue of 
collective bargaining as poten­ 
tially the most explosive prob­ 
lem” facing education in the 
state. 
He said his office would “ do 
whatever is in our power to 
help keep schools open and 
functioning" and pleaded with 
teachers and administrators not 
to “ abdicate our responsibility” 
to meet the needs of California 
education 


The superintendent said de­ 
clining enrollments “ are not 
going to be resolved with sim­ 
ple solutions." He said school 
districts are facing problems of 
reduced staff needs, increased 
pupil costs, and adjusted trans­ 
portation services and educa­ 
tional program offerings. 
“ We can use this period as a 
time to consolidate, to plan for 
the future, or we can panic and 
make unwise decisions which 
will hamper us for decades,” 
Riles said 
“ We intend to 
choose the first course of ac­ 
tion.” 
Riles pointed to successful 
programs for early childhood 
education, handicapped and bil­ 
ingual education, development 
centers and year round school­ 
ing. As a measure of the suc­ 
cess, Riles said many districts 
had reversed or halted a down­ 
ward trend in achievement lev­ 
els.

Open letter to Marin Community College 
District Board of Trustees 


FROM: Certificated Employees Council 
RE: Review of Faculty Concerns Regarding the Meet and Confer and Fact- 
finding Processes 


Under the heading "Certificated Employees Council" in the College of Marin Handbook (school year 1973- 


74) is a preamble which incorporates such phrases as.- atmosphere of cooperation, mutual respect, good 


faith and common purpose. These words seem to imply a willingness on the part of the Board to engage in 


a reasonable dialogue about issues of faculty concern as expressed by the Certificated Employees Council. 


Yet, throughout the lengthy meet and confer process, as well as the time spent in the formation of the 


fact-finding panel, we have heard little said or seen little done to sustain our initially positive responses to 


those phrases. Especially disappointing has been the Board's lack of responsibility in carrying out the 


processes of meet and confer and of compromise as indicated by: 


1. Board refusal to even consider most of the proposals of the C.E.C. 


2. Board's unwillingness to discuss meaningful options for compromise on issues of persistent disagreement. 


3. Board appointment of a respresentative to the fact-finding panel who has demonstrated no interest in 


finding a neutral third party and who seems totally removed from this college community in more than 


just geographical location. 


4. Board defaulting on its own time table for carrying out the impasse process (Handbook, page 94). 


5. Board rejection of any person drawn from a list of ten qualified arbitrators as supplied by the Institute 


of Industrial Relations, Berkeley, any persons suggested by the State or Federal Mediation Services, or 


any persons suggested by the Chairman on Education, State Senate or Assembly, as a neutral third 


party for the fact-finding panel. 


6. Board's lack of knowledge of what its own representatives have been doing, or not doing, in both the 


meet and confer and impasse processes. 


7. Board refusal to commit itself 
to the recommendations 
of the fact-finding panel (our commitment was 


made on July 9, 1974). 


8. Board refusal to extend to the faculty the same arrangements for cost-of-living increase that it granted 


to the classified staff two months ago. 


9. Board's inability or lack of willingness to understand the very real concerns and needs of the district's 


faculty, principally in the following issues: 


Health benefits for retired faculty 


More equitable pay for summer school and part-time faculty

A review of our 


original proposal (April 17,

and our final and modified proposal

Is Termed 


A Good Step 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
vice president of the world’s 
largest bank Monday said he 
helped form ulate the pension 
reform law signed by President 
Ford and it is a step toward 
secu rin g pensions for ev ery 
worker. 
An im portant provision of the 
law "m akes it possible for an 
e m p lo y e

rights,” said Fred M. Seibert. 
"This provision will affect half 
the country’s work force, which 
is not now covered by any form 
of retirem ent plan.” 
Siebert is vice president of 
the employe benefit trust sec­ 
tion of Bank of A m erica's Trust 
Departm ent. He is also chair­ 
man of the American Bankers 
Association Committee on Em ­ 
ployes’ Trusts, which for three 
years has worked with Congres­ 
sional comm ittees on the pen­ 
sion legislation. 
"It was a technical bill and 
required a lot of work,” he 
said. “ Some of its key features 
provide for earlier eligibility, 
earlier vesting and for guaran­ 
tees by a Pension Benefit G uar­ 
antee Corporation of part of a 
person’s pension rights should 
his or her company default ” 
The law brings a national 
standard to pensions and in­ 
cludes a requirem ent that ev­ 
eryone with some control over 
the funds be a trustee with 
certain obligations, he said.

KLAMATH FALLS. Ore. (AP) 
— Klamath Basin, a high roll­ 
ing prairie in the shadow of the 
Cascade Mountains in southern 
Oregon, is the focus of a new 
American land rush. 
It has nothing to do with 
farming or precious minerals, 
but with hot water. 
Geologists believe this region 
sits atop one of the earth’s 
richest stores of geotherm al 
energy: vast, subterranean res­ 
ervoirs of high-pressure steam 
and hot water capable of spin­ 
ning turbine generators, pro­ 
ducing electricity, powering in­ 
dustry, easing the burden on 
dwindling fossil fuel supplies. 


"More heat energy lies within 
one mile of the surface in south­ 
eastern Oregon than in all of 
America’s oil fields." said Dick 
Bowen, economic geologist with 
the Oregon Department of Geol­ 
ogy and Mineral Industries. "Of 
course, we can’t recover all of 
that, but even if we could tap 1- 
1000th of it, it would be signifi­ 
cant — something on the order 
of the North Slope of Alaska ” 
Early this year, after prod­ 
ding from scientists, industry 
leaders and politicians, the U.S. 
Bureau of Land Management 
began accepting applications 
for leases to explore for geoth­ 
ermal energy on the vast tracts 
of federal land in its domain 
The bureau was deluged. In 
the first four months of 1974, 
bureau regional offices in the 
Western states received 3,598 


geothermal lease applications, 
covering 7,768.776 acres. 
A p p lica tio n s cam e from 
many of the large oil compa­ 
nies — Mobil, Gulf, Chevron.

Today, geothermal wells in 
this town of 16,000 provide 
clean, and almost cost-free heat 
for some 500 homes, .schools 
and business along what is 
called the Hot Springs Belt — 
an area of several square miles 
that outlines a vast hot water 
reservoir 300 to 400 feet down

Klamath Falls heats six of its 
IO public schools with hot-water 
wells.

Of necessity, therefore he walked the 
difficult line between loyalty to the in­ 
cumbent president and his own independ­ 
ence, anticipating the point at which he 
would strike out for himself. 


THAT ANY REPUBLICAN can nose 
him out of the nomination goes contrary 
to a fundam ental rule of politics proved 
out in 1948 when liberal-leftist Democrats 
tried to deny president Harry Trum an 
renomination. That Gov. Ronald Reagan 
of California should be going around the 
country sniffing the conservative wind is 
a slight absurdity.

Agitation For Higher Speed 
Limit Hard To Understand

One of the most difficult facets of our 
society to understand is the repeated plea 
for increasing our state speed limit from 
55 rn p h. to 65. Just when it appears the 


cry will not be sounded again, it reap­ 
pears, not only from the motorists, but 
also from some of our legislators. 


The reason this trend is difficult to 
comprehend is the fact the lower the 
speed limit, the lower the traffic fatali­ 
ties become, but the higher the speed

traveled, the greater become our high­ 
way deaths. 
This has been verified monthly ever 
since the speed limit was cut to 55 m p h. 
as a m easure to save gasoline fuel. But it 
came to full light over the recent Fourth 
of July long week end w'hen the fatalities 
across the nation were lowered by 200 
less deaths than in previous years. 


ANOTHER FACT which must be con­ 
sidered is while freeway deaths continue 
to decrease in our state, this is not true of 
accidents on our city streets where the 
maximum speed does not apply. What 
must be considered when we talk about 
our speed limit is the fact the faster the 
motorist drives his car, the less control 
he has over his vehicle. 
This applies to a far greater degree on 
the Sears Point Road, which isn’t the 
smoothest road in the state. By driving 
along at 50 miles per hour, a motorist has 
a far greater chance of controlling his 
car and can avoid head-on collisions. At a 
faster speed over the wavy roadway, 
there is the great risk of a car crossing 
over and colliding with oncoming traffic. 


IT WAS SUGGESTED several times 
earlier this year that the speed limit 
rem ain at 55 m p h. at least until its 
expiration date in 
1975. Then a fair 
comparison can be made against the 
traffic fatalities of the years before the 
limit was dropped IO miles per hour. 
L et’s keep it that way. Most Americans 
are traveling at a too-fast pace now. even 
when they are not behind the steering 
wheel. 


per cent per year zone by 
1971.” 
He then presents a set of 
Bureau of Labor Statistics fig­ 
ures showing a decline to 2.9 
per cent of the inflation rate in 
the second half of 1971.

It would appear that the poli­ 
cies McCracken praises were 
somewhat like a doctor keeping 
a patient’s fever down with 
drugs because he is unwilling 
or unable to attack its cause — 
and after awhile, the drugs no 
longer will curb the fever. 


ANYHOW, to point to a de­ 
cline in the rate of increase of 
prices is to treat inflation as an 
abstraction. Since we don’t buy 
groceries or pay taxes with 
percentages, we prefer another 
set of BLS figures which shows 
that what $1 would buy in 1967 
cost $1.21 by 1971, $1.28 by 
January of this year, and now 
costs $1.48. 


Even more to the point, it 
costs $2.50 today to buy what $1 
would buy in 1946 — and that 
was right after World War II, 
with the nation burdened with 
war debt. 


Continued deficit spending by 
the federal government has 
driven the dollar so low that it 
is now “floated” on foreign 
exchanges where it once was 
the standard against which oth­ 
er currencies were compared. 


This is the unpleasant fact. 
Whether this- or that policy 
“slowed the rate” of inflation 
means little to the worker 
whose paycheck no longer cov­ 
ers his expenses.

most immediate, and for many 
people the most im portant, fallout from 
the recent change of leadership in the 
government of the United States is the 
enormous difference if makes in the 
political equation of Democrats vs. Re­ 
publicans. 


The Republicans are, suddenly, a new­ 
born party. Their leaders are fresh and 
new and interesting. The news spotlight 
is on them and on their wealth of future 
presidential possibilities. The selection of 
Nelson Rockefeller for the vice presiden­ 
cy was one of the shrewdest political 
moves in a long time. 


Had President Ford picked any of the 
younger hopefuls, he would have alienat­ 
ed the others. The choice of a Bush, a 
Baker, or a Percy would have caused 
trouble inside the party. Now, no young 
hopeful had had his prospects damaged. 


THE LOGICAL ASSUMPTION is that 
Mr. Ford will be president for the next 
six years. By that time Mr. Rockefeller 
at 72 will be a senior statesm an, no 
longer a presidential hopeful. The field 
will be wide open to the new generation. 
And meanwhile President Ford can have 
the support and friendship of those whose 
long-term chances he did not spoil. 


The Democrats, on the other hand, 
have lost their greatest asset since Tea­ 
pot Dome and the Depression. Richard 
Nixon is gone, and W atergate with him. 
True, there is many a case in court to be 
completed and there will be a lingering 
afterm ath of W atergate. 
But 
it's no 
longer front-page news. It belongs to the 
past, not the future. 


American history is categorical on the 
relationship between scandal and elec­ 
tions. There is no evidence of serious 
hangover — after the offenders have 
been removed from office. The Grant 
adm inistration was notoriously corrupt. 
The Republicans put up a clean though 
uninspiring candidate for the succession 
in Rutherford B. Hayes. The scandals 
were quickly forgotten, and the Republi­ 
can rem ained the dom inant party right 
on to Woodrow Wilson. 


The Harding adm inistration scandals 
were as bad or worse than the Grant 
ones, but their political effect was can­ 
celed out the moment Calvin Coolidge 
took office. The Republicans finally lost 
their dominant position, not because of 
the Harding scandals but because of the 
depression. The pocketbook enormously 
influences politics — scandals influence 
only marginally.

The extra year was supposed to 
provide extra time needed to deliberate 
issues of state carefully, instead of the 
old system of rushing through thousands 
of bills in the last weeks of the one-year 
sessions. 


NOTHING CHANGED, however, ex 
cept that instead of procrastinating for 
almost one year, the legislators played 
around for two this time — and thus had 
a two-year backlog of unfinished busi­ 
ness. 


The resulting rush made a mockery of 
the 
d e lib e ra tiv e 
p rocess. 
L iterally 
hundreds of bills were processed like so 
much 
cheese 
at comm ittee hearings. 
Good bills were lost in the jam , and 
certainly some bad ones will turn up as 
law because there was no time to catch 
them. 


The bad ones that made it, of course, 
will 
give 
the 
next 
Legislature 
more 
business to undo the damage. 


Legislators got so swamped that they 
often did not know when their own bills 
were coming up for hearing — much less 
where the bills were assigned. Despite 
their excessively large staffs, the legisla­

An innocuous word on a box 
of vaccine, a rural priest’s wild 
denunciations and South Ameri­ 
can college students’ national­ 
ism combined to give two 
young Marin men and their 
companions a summer they’ll 
long remember. 


Walter Kopp, 19, and David 
Seitz, 18, were caught in the 
thick of an international uproar 
that led to virtual house arrest 
for Seitz and ultimate recall 
from South America. 


But both Kopp, of Kentfield, 
and Seitz, of San Rafael, vow 
they’ll go back to Latin Ameri­ 
ca again, as members of Los 
Amigos de las Americas. 
Los Amigos, a volunteer or­ 
ganization which for the past IO 
summers has fanned out in the 
rural villages of several Central 
and South American nations to 
give some 4.5 million free vae­ 
ration s against disease, has 
weathered the summer crisis 
and emerged the stronger for 
it. the Marin youths told the 
Independent-Journal. 
The flap began in July when 
a rural parish priest in Colom­ 
bia preached against Los Ami­ 
gos. claiming their vaccinations 
really were a plot to sterilize 
the nation's children. 
Kopp and Seitz speculate the 
misunderstanding may have 
started when someone misinter­ 
preted the word “ sterile” print­ 
ed on the boxes containing the 
measles vaccine they were 
using. 
The foothills priest. Rev. Gui- 
liermo Manrique, won support 
from his bishop, after claiming 
that natives of the village of 
Villeta, Colombia, told him vac­ 
cinated persons were becoming 
sterile. Intensely nationalistic, 
anti-American college students 
took up the hue and cry; the 
story was on the front page of 
every South American newspa­ 
per and spread worldwide, the 
Marin youths recalled. 
Seitz said he and his team

were in Peru. “ 30 hours by bus 
away from Lima" . . . when 
There .was a knock on our 
1oor at night, and the message 
you’ve got to be packed in 15 
minutes." 


Seitz’s team and two from 
other villages were “ kept in 
virtual quarantine" in an Ami­ 
gos headquarters in Ayacucho, 
Peru, for two weeks while Los 
Amigos officials attempted to 
clear up the dispute. 
Seitz’s voice sounded bitter as 
he recalled that even though 
he United States State Depart­ 
ment in Washington officially 
Mended Los Amigos, the U.S. 
consul in Peru “ asked us, ‘are 
vou sure you’re not doing any- 
‘hing wrong0’ ” 
Los Amigos officials “ decided 
lo pull out of Peru rather than 
let Amigos be used" as a politi­ 
cal catspaw by anti-Americans, 
Seitz and Kopp said. “ The ac- 
lion helped us in other coun­ 
ties.'’ Peruvian officials even­ 
tually asked Los Amigos to 
resume its vaccinations. 
Kopp, originally slated to go 
o Peru, went instead to a 
remote hamlet in Colombia, al-

the archbishop who argued that

The 
Aranca parish priest, defying 
his superior took to the twon 
radio station for three hours 
daily, denouncing Los Amigos, 
Kopp said 


“ We fought back, putting on a 
baseball game, teaching En­ 
glish classes, singing, holding 
fiestas . .. 


“ We really felt like the ‘Ugly 
American’ at times . . . but we 
got TO per cent of the people 
vaccinated," he said. 
Los Amigos de las Americas 
was bom of Protestant church 
efforts, but is absolutely non­ 
sectarian, nonpolitical and non­ 
profit, Kopp and Seitz said. The 
W) volunteers in South America 
this summer were almost all 
college students; even the lead­ 
ers are in their 20s. 
Kopp. who is entering the 
University of California at 
Berkeley, and Seitz, entering 
William and Mary, said the 
youthful Amigos lived under 
strict rules of “ no liquor, no 
loving, no leaving and no fire­ 


arms" to prevent anti-Ameri­ 
can factions from finding any 
excuse to cause trouble against 
the program. 
Despite their tribulations, the 
two Marmites said they and at 
least 20 other Bay Area volun­ 
teers want to go back. 
They’ll talk about the Los 
Amigos program and their ex­ 
periences at 7:30 p m. Sept. 25 
in Olney Hall at the College of 
Marin. 


Each volunteer must jtot up 
af least $300 and help raise the 
rest of the approximately $900 
it costs to send one volunteer 
and the necessary vaccine to

Job Outlook For Women Isn't Rosy In Marin County 


By BETH ASHLEY 
With vacation season coming to a close, the 
number of women seeking work in Marin will 
once more be swelled by mothers of school­ 
children and newly graduated high school and 
college students. 
Will they get jobs? 


The Independent-Journal, seeking to deter­ 
mine the job picture for women in Marin, got 
a guarded response to that question. 


“The job picture in Marin is bleak,” said 
Dennis Brown, county Manpower planner. 
“ But it’s better for women than for men. The 
surplus is in the secretarial field. The market 
is for clerical assistance provided the appli­ 
cant has some expertise and experience. ” 
The number of jobs in other fields is 
minimal, he said. 
The woman who wishes to work in Marin 
may have another shock coming, he said. Pay 
in Marin is considerably less for the same job 
than in San Francisco, he said. 
“ About $200 to $300 a month less,” is the 


comment of Kathleen DeMartini, owner of 
Hansell Associates employment agency in 
San Rafael. 
She underlined Brown’s comment on the 
need for experience. “Ninety-nine per cent of 
the jobs we can offer require skills and a 
minimum of two years’ experience.” 


She said “the glamor jobs are in San 
Francisco; the jobs here are mostly secretari­ 
al and for one-person offices, where the 
employee has to be a combination secretary, 
bookkeeper, janitor and mother.” 


Jock McNutt of Marin Personnel Agency in 
San Rafael confirmed that there are secretar­ 
ial jobs available, and because employers 
find women more acceptable than men in 
these jobs, “the picture is better in Marin for 
women than for men.” 
But he said “entry-level jobs” — first jobs 
for unskilled persons — are hard to fill 
because wages for them are “only about $50 
more than one can get on welfare. Women are 
saying, ‘why should I work 140 hours a month 


for $50?'’ ” He said Marin employers had 
found they had to raise the wages for entry- 
level jobs, 
“but not enough to make a 
significant difference. ” , 


It is his view that there are more and more 
opportunities for women to move into jobs 
.once held by men, “ but I don’t see any 
women in a big rush to find them . . . We 
place ads in the I-J all the time, and we’re 
very careful not to mention whether they’re 
for men or women, but it’s still the men 
applying for the traditionally male jobs, and 
women applying for the traditionally female 
jobs. 


"I almost never see a woman working at a 
trade, or pumping gas. Very few are working 
for PG and E. I haven’t seen a fem ale auto 
mechanic ever. I don’t see many females 
trying to be salesmen, but companies are 
trying to hire them, and women make won­ 
derful salesmen." 
Alma White, employment service supervi­ 
sor at the California Department of Employ­ 


ment Services in San Rafael, said she sees 
(and admires) a few more women “ becoming 
braver, willing to try new things.” She said 
she recently placed two women as delivery 
truck drivers, “and they are well satisfied 
with their jobs. ” 


“ Few women seem to want skilled laborer 
or trade jobs, and few are trained for them 
Women just aren’t looking for jobs as machin­ 
ists, maintenance people, service station op­ 
erators, but the jobs are open to them. I'm 
not a women’s libber, but I feel they should 
get the training — this is where there’s the 
best opportunity and the best pay." 


Mrs. White said her office is able to place 
about 22 per cent of the persons, male and 
female, who register. “When you consider 
that we have many mandatory registrants — 
people who must register to qualify for food 
stamps or unemployment or other social 
services payments — that’s not a bad per­ 
centage.” 
“We have many jobs for department store 


sales, clerical jobs such as bookkeepers, 
stenographers, accountants, hospital service 
jobs. These go just as fast as they come in, 
and we have many more applicants than jobs. 
“One category we have great trouble find­ 
ing applicants for are the nursing jobs — RNs 
and LVNs. Many who have the skills just 
don’t want to work the shifts required. ” 
What about the woman who is re-entering 
the labor force after years without employ­ 
ment — is she a drag on the market? "If the 
woman has worked to update her skills, she ll 
have no problem She will get out of her job­ 
hunting just what preparation she has put into 
it." 
Mrs. DeMartini echoes this sentiment. “ We 
can help the woman who has skills. My 
advice to women is: get skills, then take a 
temporary job. Then you will have the three 
things you need: skills, references and confid­ 
ence." 
She also advised women to “ be realistic 
Women’s lib has turned off a lot of young

Those decorated burlap tote 
bags, sold for 13 years at the 
Sunny Hills Grape Festival in 
October, have become a subur­ 
ban Marin symbol, much as the 
elite Gucci, Herm es, Mark 
Cross and Vuitton bags repre­ 
sent status around the world. 


At least, one would assume 
so, judging from the way they 
sell, and are seen year after 
year on the arms of Marin 
women at supermarkets and 
civic meetings. 
Three hundred such bags are 
already completed and ready 
for the Oct. 5 Grape Festival at 
the Marin County Civic Center 
fairgrounds. They have been 
made over a period of seven 
months by the 18 members of 
the Greenbrae Acorn Guild of 
Sunny Hills, one of 30 guilds 
which contribute to the one-day 
event which benefits Sunny 
Hills Children’s Services in San 
Anselmo, a non-sectarian resi­ 
dential treatment center for ad­ 
olescents with emotional and 
behavioral problems. 


THIRTEEN YEARS AGO the 
Greenbrae women, after a few 
years of making decorated pa­ 
per bags for their booth at the 
festival, began thinking of 
something in the way of a more 
durable tote. They hit on the 


idea of designing bags of burlap 
with colorful cotton linings and 
appealing felt decorations. 
One of the problems at first, 
according to Pat Kennedy, 
guild president, was how to cut 
the patterns for the bags from 
the large bolts of burlap. Each 
bag had to be cut separately, 
which took a great deal of time 
and the inexperienced “ manu­ 
facturers” ended up after each 
workshop session with ban­ 
daged fingers. 
After a year of custom cut­ 
ting, someone hit on the idea of 
using heavy boat shears which 
could cut three bags at one 
time. Finally the guild was able 
to rent a professional cutting 
machine, turning the first step 
of bag making into a real pro­ 
duction line. Husbands joined 
their wives in the cutting opera­ 
tion. 


International Folk 
Dancing Course 


A beginner class in interna­ 
tional folk dancing will be given 
each Thursday at 8 p.m. at the 
Redwoods Presbyterian Church 
in Larkspur, beginning Sept. 12.

THE SEWING WOMEN then 
take over. Bringing portable 
sewing machines, the workers 
begin by lining the handles. 
Linings, frugally shopped for 
during the year, are chosen for 
variety and varied patterns. 
Other workers pin the lining to 
the burlap together with the 
handles; then the bags go back 
to the sewers for finishing. 


A committee chooses the dif­ 
ferent decorative felt patterns 
to be used. These might be 
anything fron an alligator, 
strawberry or flirty-eyed turtle, 
to a spray of flowers with a 
butterfly. 
Members who do not sew, 
work on these designs, cutting 
and gluing them on the finished 
bags. 


IT TAKES approximately one 
and a half hours work for each 
bag which means 450 hours to 
make the 300 bag quota. To 
make the tasks more enjoyable 
the women hold work parties at 
various homes once or twice a 
week starting at IO a.m. and 
lasting until 3:30 p.m.

DESIGN FOR PEOPLE 
Collectibles Coming Out 
Of Closets And Into Use

For the crowds of collectors 
who think small, a table-top 
collection is the ideal way to 
display treasures. I don’t know 
about you, but I have dozens of 
small objects; not very valua­ 
ble, it’s true, but nonetheless 
interesting, especially to me, 
and I like to have them where I 
can see them. 


In the good old days, our 
grandmothers had curio or 
what-not cabinets, designed to 
store many tiny treasures in a 
dark jumble of airtight space. 


Today, we’ve liberated our 
objects d’art, and we like them 
out in front where we can 
admire them and handle them ; 
in fact, so many of the things 
we collect are usable it would 
be a sin to hide them away. 


If I find a beautiful box, I like 
to use it for candy or cigarettes 
or matches or stamps or mar­ 
bles or extra backgammon 
pieces or peanuts. In other 
words, whatever fits it best can 
be stored there. Similarly, a 
gorgeous pair of crystal goblets 
can be as useful for wine or an 
aperitif as for looking at. 
In a very simple contempo­ 
rary room I used a clear glass 
coffee table; it stands in front 
of a classic foam sofa and is 
flanked by modern chairs. A 
tall, arching floor lamp hovers 


over the table, a useful adjunct 
for a tabletop collection. 


ON THE TABLE, I combined 
crystal goblets with a small 
sculpture on a plexiglas stand, 
and with marble, glass, terra­ 
cotta and lacquer boxes it is a 
jumbled collection but the 
shapes and the colors are simi­ 
lar enough to provide a mini 
decorating scheme. 
The same would be true for 
any collection. I’ve seen a 
square table covered with an­ 
tique pistols in neat rows, all 
the 
muzzles pointing in the 
same direction. 
I’ve also seen a delicate 
wooden table covered with

It doesn’t matter what you 
collect, as long as you use the 
same guidelines you would use 
for a wall collection. There 
should be a relationship of sub­ 
ject or size or color — any one 
or more of these factors shared 
by your collection will make it 
meaningful and pleasant to the 
eye. 
A word of caution. Don’t go 
overboard and fill every table 
or horizontal surface top with a 
collection. Our eye is only hu­ 
man; 
it needs a rest from 
riches to be able to enjoy them. 


AND WHEN you do assem­ 
ble, leave room for people. I 
don't like to look at a table-top 
collection that fills every inch 
and leaves no room for my feet 
or a cup of tea. 
And 
for 
heaven’s 
sake, 
there s nothing sacred about 
the arrangement. The best part 
of tiny treasures is their mobili­ 
ty; when you get tired of seeing 
something, move it to a closet - 
and bring something else out to 
display. Table-top treasures 
are, after all, only accessories 
in space and can be changed as 
you wish to provide gaiety and 
glamour for your room.

people. They’re insulted if you ask them to 
take a typing test. They don’t want secretari­ 
al jobs, they want to be managers. Pretty 
soon we’d have all chiefs and no Indians.’’ 


She said “the young are terrifically apa­ 
thetic. I don’t know if it’s because they’ve 
read the paper and see there’s so much 
cheating on taxes, and inflationary pricing by 
corporations, but they think they’d be just as 
well off on food stamps and welfare. The 
work ethic has practically gone down the 
drain." 


McNutt had some added advice for younger 
women who hope to join the job market: “We 
have a lot of applicants fresh out of school, 
well educated, with everything going for them 
in terms of looks and intelligence, but they 
just don’t have any skills. They don’t have 
any idea of what the jobs are they’re after. 
They need proper counseling in school on 
what classes they need to get a job. 


“ I d like to see a mandatory high school 
class 
once a week, maybe — which tells 
these kids the bare essentials they need to 
know, like how to fill out^n application, how 
to dress for a job interview. TTien they won't 
show up in bare feet and shirt tails. It 
happens!” 
He said college graduates, too, are unpre­ 
pared for the job market. “We get the girl 
with the psychology degree, who wants to 
work in the county welfare or probation 
office. Before she can compete for such jobs, 
she needs a m aster’s degree. So we place her 
as a trainee-bank teller, and are criticized as 
thinking that’s all a woman should do, but the 
fact is, that s all she CAN do!” 


The message seems to be: women can find 
jobs in Marin if they are skilled, and if they 
are willing to take lesser salaries than women 
who work in San Francisco. 
Said county Manpower planner Brown, “be­ 
cause Marin is a desirable place to work, the 
woman job-seeker in Marin has to know a 
little more and get paid a little less. ” 
(Subsequent articles in the Independent- 
Joumal will explore job training opportunities 
for women in Marin.) 


Women Could 
Use Ego Lift 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Women pursu­ 
ing careers often have problems stem­ 
ming from traditional roles which have 
kept them from the business world. The 
biggest of these problems is usually a 
lack of self-confidence. 
Jinx Melia, a career counselor and 
instructor at Georgetown University’s 
School for Summer and Continuing Edu­ 
cation, advises women to give themselves 
a kind of “ego-lift” as they approach the 
job market. 
Her methods of confidence-building in­ 
clude knowing your own abilities and 
skills, developing “ support systems” to 
boost morale, and facing adjustments 
that must be made in home life when 
both spouses work. 
She advises against “doing ultra-femi­ 
nine things," such as wearing heavy 
makeup, to help protect women as indi­ 
viduals who will be listened to.

Police Trace Leads In Search 
For Phoenix Children's Slayer 


PHOENIX. Ari/. (UPI) - De­ 
tectives have tracked down 
nearly 50 possible leads to the 
identity of an assailant who has 
te rro riz e d a neighborhood 
where two children have been 
sexually assaulted and killed 
and three other children have 
been attacked. 
• What I think we’re goingtc 
do now is proceed in a very 
m ethodical way, going back 
over the leads that looked good 
on the first go-round and check­ 
ing out the new ones,” said 
detective Eloy Ysasi. 
Ail five assaults have oc­ 
curred since May 14 in the 
Starlite Park neighborhood in a 


two-mile square area. 
The latest victim, Brett Jor­ 
dan, 6, was fpund dead in his 
bed Friday morning by his 
mother. Dorris Morris, 2, was 
found dead Aug. 19. Both had 
been smothered and both had 
been sexually assaulted while 
they slept. 
Ysasi said investigators be­ 
lieved the assailant was a juve­ 
nile, probably 13 to 17 years 
old, who lives in the neighbor­ 
hood. Besides the two homi­ 
cides, he was believed to be 
responsible for assaults on an 
11-year-old boy, a 9-year-old 
boy and a 7-year-old girl.

Europe Is Jittery Over 
$80 Million Bank Loss 


LONDON (UPI) — Europe's 
financial jitters increased today 
with the disclosure that the 
giant Lloyds Bank of Britain 
lost nearly $80 million because 
of irregular foreign exchange 
dealings at its branch rn Lu­ 
gano, Switzerland. 
London newspapers reported 
shock in the city's financial 
community at the announce­ 
ment by Lloyds of the $79.2 
million loss, the biggest in 
Swiss banking history. 
IJoyds said yesterday it had 
suspended the manager and a 
foreign exchange dealer at the 
bank, the smallest of its three 
Swiss branches, and they could 
face criminal investigation. 
A chance remark during a 
telephone conversation to a 
Lloyds executive in London 
about 2 Vt weeks ago led to the 
discovery that some employes 
apparently speculated in cur­ 
rencies in hopes of making 
money but lost heavily when 
their value fell, bank sources 
said. 
Lloyds, one of London’s Big 
Four banks, has no connection 
with Lloyd’s of London, the 
insurance underwriters. 


The bank’s statement said an 
investigation of the Lugano op­ 
erations uncovered the dealings 
and that the losses would be 
covered by Lloyds Bank Inter­ 
national Ltd.. the foreign arm 
of the bank group. 
Lloyds said the public state­ 
ment was made to squelch ru­ 
mors and uncertainties. 
Although the loss was large, 
the bank said, it would have no 
effect on depositors or Lloyds 
operations 
The Lloyds group profit be­ 
fore tax for the first six months 
of this year was $186.7 million, 
and the bank’s capital and re­ 
serves are more than $1,252 
billion. 
All foreign exchange dealings 
by the Lugano branch have 
been suspended and auditors 
are investigating on behalf of 
Lloyds Bank International and 
Swiss banking authorities, bank 
sources said 
The figure of a $79.2 million 
loss was arrived at before tak­ 
ing into account possible British 
tax savings which officials said 
ccould cut the loss to about 
$46.8 million.

for the bicycle owner: 


Lock it. 
According to police and other 
civic officials in Marin, bicycle 
theft has risen dram atically in 
most areas, and up to 80 per 
cent of the stolen bicycles were 
not locked. 
San Rafael reports that 235 
bikes were stolen between De­ 
cem ber and July, double the 
ra te for the previous eight 
months. Increases of about fifty 
per cent have hit Mill Valley 
and Larkspur, and lesser in­ 
creases are reported elsewhere 
Only Novato and Fairfax re­ 
ported a decline. 
With the opening of school 
drawing near, the various offi­ 
cials will be going around to 
schools in the county, stressing 
the im portance of buying and 
using a sturdy lock. 
"Most kids have locks, but 
they’re not locking their bikes,” 
sand San Rafael Police Officer 
Wayne Hayter. "They go into a 
store for two or three minutes, 
and come out to find the bike 
gone.” 
“On a lot of the bicycles we 
recover, the lock and chain will 
be wrapped around the seat 
post — never used,” said Marin 
County S h eriff’s D epartm ent 
Cadet Lee C. (Skip) Richardson 
III. 
Bikes should be locked to a 
rack or other solid object, the 
policem en stressed , and the 
chain should run through the 
fram e and rear wheel, since the 
front wheel is easily removed. 
Locking two bicycles together 
is no deterrent — often, both 
get stolen. 
The lock and chain should be 
made of case-hardened steel, 
according to Novato police offi­ 
cer Albert 
Mendoza. 
Cables, 
which are lighter than chains, 
are fine if they are made of 
that m aterial. Cost of a good 
lock and chain can run to $9 to 
$12, but as Mendoza said, "If 
you're going to put out more 
than $100 for a good bicycle, 
you should put out for a good 
lock, too.” 
Only about a third of reported 
stolen bicycles are recovered, 
chiefly because they cannot be 
identified. 
Registration helps solve this 
problem. 
"In Salinas, 
where 
they have a mandatory regis- 


maximum, the recovery rate is 
around 50 per cent,” said Su- 
sanne Scharton. Mill Valley’s 
community service officer. 


Com m unity service officers, 
created by the 1968 federal Om­ 
nibus Crime Act, have become 
deeply 
involved with bicycle 
theft prevention, and are doing 
extensive work w ith bicycle 
safety as well. Every city or

The S h eriff’s D epartm ent, 
covering about two thirds of the 
county’s geographical area, has 
no registration program, but is 
waiting for the statewide m an­ 
datory registration scheduled to 
take effect in July, 1975. 


Bike riders in unincorporated 
areas can take advantage of 
informal registration offered by 
bike shops, 
Richardson said, 
adding that 
the system 
had 
enabled him to return many 
bikes. 
Whether or not he registers 
his bike, a rider can take sever­ 
al steps to aid police if it is ever 
stolen R ichardson suggested 
writing down all pertinent infor­ 
mation, such as serial number, 
brake size and tire color; tak­ 
ing a photograph; and painting 
or scratching the rider's tor his 
parent’s) drivers license num­ 
ber on the bike. 
Efforts to return bikes are 
hampered by the fact that only 
one of five thefts is reported, 
according to Richardson. He 
has a collection of 300 bicycles 
whose owners he cannot find. 
A countywide effort to match 
lost bikes with found bikes was 
sta rted in Ju ly by M arilyn 
Boyle. L ark sp u r com m unity 
service officer 
Police depart 
ments send her cards describ­ 
ing their thefts and recoveries, 
and she sends them a monthly 
list showing the countywide pic­ 
ture. Individuals looking for

Player Should Stop To Think 
So He Could Sleep Better 


Did you ever wake up in the 
middle of the night because of a 
mistake you had made in that 
evening’s bridge game? It hap­ 
pened to one of the players in 
today’s hand. He didn’t notice 
the mistake at the time, but it 
came to him a few hours later.

West’s opening lead was, of 
course, very unfortunate. Open­ 
ing leads are often a matter of 
guesswork, however, and West 
cannot be severely criticized 
for an unlucky' choice. West 
actually slept like a baby all 
night long. 
THE VILLAIN 
The nature of the opening 
lead should be as clear to East 
as it was to South. What hap­ 
pens if East plays a low heart 
instead of the queen? 
Dummy’s jack of hearts wins 
the first trick. Declarer must 
draw- three rounds of trumps 
before he can tackle the hearts 
again. Then he leads a heart 
from dummy, and East puts up 
the ten. South must win with 
the king and still has a losing 
heart.

Q u e a n s and answers regard­ 
ing the pension reform bill 
signed by President Ford yes­ 
terday: 
Q: Who is affected"7 
A. 
Mainly affected are 30 
million to 35 million workers 
now employed by companies 
w ith -p riv a te pension plans. 
Government and church plans 
are not affected. 
Q Are wage-earners the only 
one** affected? 
A No. Self-employed persons 
such as doctors, lawyers and 
farm ers get big tax breaks if 
they have their own individual 
retirem ent plan. They may put 
aside 15 per cent of earnings up 
to .$<,500 a year tax-free, com ­ 
pared with IO per cent and 
$2,500 now. 
Q: Does my employer now 
have to give me a pension? 
A 
No. Nothing in the bill 
forces any em ployer to do that 
Q Does it force em ployers to 
increase the amount of pension 
paym ents? 
A, No. The bill does not deal 
with the level of benefits. 
Q What, then, is the purpose 
of the bill0 
A: To be certain that prom ­ 
ised pensions are actually paid 
at. retirem ent age, and to set 
m inim um g o vernm ent sta n ­ 
dards for pension vesting, p ar­ 
ticip atio n , funding, m an a g e­ 
ment and a variety of other 
things in this complicated field.

Q: How soon must I be in­ 
cluded in the pension plan, so 
that my working time counts 
toward vesting0 
A. /After age 25 or one year of 
service, w hichever is la te r. 
There are som e exceptions, 
however. If you join the compa­ 
ny within five years of retire­ 
ment age, your company is not 
required to include you in the 
plan. If you join before age 25, 
your employer m ust give you 
up to three years credit for 
prior service after you reach 
25. Also, an employer can wait 
three years after age 25 to 
include you in the plan if vest­ 
ing is then im mediate. 
Q: What happens if I am laid 
off or I quit and later return to

The only way you could 
lose benefits in this situation is 
if you were not vested when you 
left and you rem ain away from 
the company longer than you 
were originally employed.

if you work three 
years, quit for two years and 
then come back, the company 
would have to give you those 
three years of credit. If you are 
vested, it doesn't m atter how 
long the absence is. 


Q What about money I have 
personally contributed to a pen­ 
sion plan? 
A. While you have no control 
over employer money, you do 
have a right to withdraw your 
own contributions when you 
quit You lose no vested rights 
w th the company if you are at 
least 50 per cent vested, and

have the right to “ buy 
back" any credits you may 
have lost if you return to the 
plan.

Suppose I change jobs 
frequently and never become 
vested in any one plan0

Sorry, you lose. Unless 
you have a series of generous 
employers who will allow fund 
transfers, you are one of those 
for whom this bill does nothing. 
Q: The bill also does nothing 
for an employee whose com pa­ 
ny doesn t have a pension plan. 
Right0 
A: For the most part, that is 
correct. However, for the first 
time, such employees can set 
up their own individual retire­ 
ment accounts, setting aside 15 
per cent of ‘salary to a m axi­ 
mum of $1,500 each year, tax­ 
free. 
Q: What if I quit one com pa­ 
ny with a pension plan and go 
to work for another company 
with a pension plan? Can I 
transfer my years of credit to 
the new em ployer and get a 
bigger pension when I retire0 
A: 
As a practical m atter, 
probably not. The bill allows an 
employer and an employee to 
mutually agree to transfer pen­ 
sion funds built up by the first 
employer, but most employers 
probably wouldn’t do so. 
Q: What guarantee do I have 
that pension benefits will actu­ 
ally be waiting for me when I 
retire? 
A: The governm ent requires 
your company to have enough 
money in the pension plan to 
pay all current liabilities, and it 


must build up enough money 
over a 30 to 40-year period to 
pay your pension when you 
re tire . G overnm ent-approved 
au d ito rs and a c tu a rie s will 
check to be certain the funding 
req u irem en ts a re m et, and 
companies will be fined 5 per 
cent of the deficiency if they 
are not. If the deficiency contin­ 
ues, the governm ent could levy 
a IOO per cent fine, meaning it 
is to the em ployer’s advantage 
to keep his fund up to par. 
Q: Suppose my company de­ 
cides to 
term inate my plan 
rather than m eet the require­ 
ments, or goes out of business 
or otherw ise te rm in a te s the 
plan without enough money in 
the fund to pay my pension0 
A 
A new federal insurance 
agency patterned after the Fed­ 
eral Deposit Insurance Corpo­ 
ration will pay your pension up 
to $750 a month. The new agen­ 
cy can then attach up to 30 per 
cent of the company's assets to 
make up its loss. 
Q: Are there any new rules 
for the people who manage my 
pension fund0 Do I have any 
say in how it is managed? 
A. Yes. There are new rules 
of conduct to prevent self-deal­ 
ing, conflict 
of interest and 
other fraud in the m anagement 
of pension funds. Employees 
have the right to enforce the 
rules, which carry strict crim i­ 
nal penalties.

But 
how will I know’ 
whether the fund is being mis­

A. You are entitled under this 
bill to a full disclosure of all the 
finances and dealings of the 
pension fund.

Pinworm Infection Is Common 
And Recurrence Comes Easily 


Pinworms are the source of the most 
commonly encountered parasitic infection in 
the United States. Some authorities estim ate 
that 20 million Americans are infected with 
pinworms annually. They are found mostly in 
children, but people of all ages are suscepti­ 
ble. 
Even though we have good rem edies, rein­ 
fection is likely to occur unless the life cycle 
of the spindle-shaped worm is interrupted. 
Good personal hygiene, and bathing and 
washing the hands before m eals 
and after using the toilet are 
critical to preventing pinworm 
development. 


TO SUCCESSFULLY prevent 
recurrence, victims must eradi­ 
cate thousands of invisible pin­ 
worm eggs that arc deposited 
on the skin around the anus. At 
night, the female worm mi­ 
grates down the rectum and 
works her way out of the anus, 
subsequently causing intolera­ 
ble itching. 
Through the ensuing scratch­ 
ing and via unwashed hands 
and dirty fingernails, the victim 
conveys the eggs to his mouth. 
Pinworm eggs come alive when 
swallowed, and within three to 
six weeks, the pinw orm ’s life 
cycle is repeated. 
Anyone sleeping in the sam e 
room with a pinworms victim 
may also become infected. Not 
only do the eggs get on bed 
linens, clothing, tab le tops, 
rugs, overstuffed furniture, d ra­ 
peries. toilet seats, etc., they 
also get into the air when bed 
linens and clothing are folded 
In one study, live eggs were 
found in 91.7 per cent of 241 
dust samples. 
DIAGNOSIS IS easily made 
by applying the sticky side of a 
strip of scotch tape to the anal 
region. The tape is then exam ­ 
ined under a microscope for the 
presence of eggs. A single dose 
of Povan or Antiminth elim i­ 
nates pinworms, but a doctor 
will write a prescription supply­ 
ing enough medicine for the 
entire family. 
The greatest problem of pin­ 
worms is recurrence, which is 
best prevented by scrupulous 
cleanliness. The infected child 
should w ear a close-fitting un­ 
dergarm ent to bed and take a 
show er ev ery m orning. His 
hands should be scrubbed sev- 


Airline Has Settled 
Crash Cases Quietly 


MIAMI (UPI) - In the 21 
months since an Eastern Air­ 
lines jet crashed in the Ever­ 
glades killing 101 persons, the 
airline has made out of court 
settlem ents on most of the law­ 
suits filed by the 75 survivors 
and relatives of the crash vic­ 
tims. 
The settle m en ts have cost 
Eastern an estim ated $35 mil­ 
lion. 
One of the attorneys in the 
special plaintiffs’ comm ittee set 
up by federal Judge Peter Fay 
to handle the suits said the 
average settlem ent has been 
about $300,000. 
Eastern chose to settle most 
of the cases out of court to 
avoid the 
bad publicity and 
m em ories 
th at 
would 
be 
dredged up from a court fight 
over the Dec. 29, 1972, crash of 
an Eastern Lr 1011 Tristar. 
Originally, the U. S. govern­ 
ment and Lockheed Corp. were 
included in the lawsuits. But a 
y e a r ago. E astern ad m itted 
complete liability for the crash 
after a National Transportation 
S a fe ty B o ard in v e s tig a tio n 
blamed the crash on crew e r­ 
ror. 
Dade County Circuit Judge 
Harvie Duval, who got many of 
the cases after the federal gov­ 
ernm ent and Lockheed Corp. 
were removed from the suits, 
praised E astern ’s policy of set­ 
tling the claim s out of court. 
“ I think th e y ’ve (E astern ) 
done a great job. These cases 
could have tied up state and 
federal courts for months and 
m onths.”

Ash Sees A Two-Year 
Battle Over Inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Roy 
Ash, a top adm inistration eco­ 
nomic adviser, said today the 
nation can expect “a long, diffi­ 
cult battle" — probably as long 
as two years — before inflation 
is reduced to a reasonable lev­ 
el. 
Ash, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, also 
said the public must realize 
that “there is no single answ er 
to inflation or there is no single 
moment at which the light will 
dawn and we'll all know exactly 
what to do and when to do it.” 


Painting a generally gloomy 
econom ic p icture, Ash said. 
“ Inflation isn ’t going to go 
down immediately just as we 


don't have a solution in front of 
us immediately. The battle has 
to be fought constantly and 


across many fields and the rate 
of inflation is not going im m edi­ 
ately down. 
“ It may do down a little bit 


and go down over the next two 
or three years ahead ... it will 
not. go down sharply in the 


months of Septem ber, October, 
Novembre or December. We 
have to look for a long, difficult 
b attle that will tak e m any 
months, many quarters, in fact 
a year or two out into the future 
before it gets down to what we 
would call reasonable rates.” 
Ash was interviewed on the 
CBS Morning News. 
He said "we would be well on 
the w ay” to licking inflation if 
the current double-digit rate is 
sliced to “seven (per cent) and 
on the way to five...”

Attack Try

Two Arab guerrillas on a 
death mission to Israeli settle­ 
ments were shot and killed as 
they climbed over a well lit 
fence on the Western end of the 
Lebanese frontier, Israel said 
today. Two other commandos 
escaped. 
Soldiers found explosives and 
a list of 20 guerrillas now held 
prisoner in Israeli jails on the 
bodies of the two slain gunmen. 
Israel national radio said the 
list indicated the four terror­ 
ists, mem bers of a new guerril­ 
la group calling itself the Popu­ 
lar Fighting Front and backed 
by Iraq and Libya, planned to 
take hostages to demand the 
release of the prisoners. 
M ilitary sources said the 
guerrilla squad was spotted and 
killed during a bitter gunbattle 
Monday night along the hilly 
frontier between the Israeli set­ 
tlements of Hanita and Zarit. 
Israel has rein fo rced the 
chain-link fence that runs the 
length of the 64-mile frontier, 
installing sensing devices and 
floodlights 
alongside coils of 
barbed wire to keep guerrillas 
out. 
Hanita, three miles east of 
the M editerranean, is about IO 
miles north of M a’alot where 
four guerrillas killed 31 per­ 
sons, 22 of them children, be­ 
fore they were killed by Israeli 
troops May 15. 
In Beruit, the Lebanese gov­ 
ernm ent said four Israeli ar­ 
m ored vehicles crossed into 
south Lebanon today but were 
driven away by Lebanese artil­ 
lery fire.

The majority were first 
broadcast in America in the 
1950s, before television replaced 
radio as the medium of fresh 
comedy and drama. FEN bas 
no record of the original broad­ 
cast dates. 
The wit of the radio writers of 
20 or more years ago wears 
well. People still chuckle at the 
gags. “ Romance” and “ My Fa­ 
vorite Husband,” each broad­ 
cast once a week, retain their 
grip on housewives. 
“If we take them off for 
broadcasts of sports events 
from the states, we invariably 
get a lot of telephone calls 
about it,” Ewing said. 
Interest in radio is especially 
high for about 26,000 members 
of American military and gov­ 
ernment families in the Tokyo 
area. 
They are completely cut off 


from English language televi­ 
sion.

Nuclear Sleuths Track Radiation 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) - 
The assignm ent: find a tiny but 
deadly cylinder of Cobait 60 
which had fallen from a truck 
somewhere between Salt Lake 
City and Kansas City. 
The job was given to a flying 
task force of nuclear physicists 
and 
tech n ician s 
based 
at 
McCarran International Airport 
here, ready to fly anywhere in 
the country — or the world — 
on two hours’ notice. 
The stainless steel cylinder, 3 
inches long and Vz-inch in diam ­ 
eter, had rolled out of its lead 
protective case when the truck 
rounded a curve in the sum m er 
of 1969. 
“ We started at the wrong 
e n d ,’’ recalled John Doyle, 
m anager of the nuclear sleuths 
of the Aerial Surveillance De­ 
partm ent of EG&G, Inc. 
“ We started at Salt Lake City 
and found it at St. Joseph, Mo.” 
Three mem bers of the group 
set out in a light plane, flying 
over the highway at 500 feet 
with a sensitive airborne radia­ 
tion detector. 
The plane flew east along the 
truck's route and on the second 
day picked up a strong radia­ 
tion 
signal near St. Joseph. 
Crew 
m em bers landed 
the 
plane, went to a local hardw are 
store and bought equipment to 
build a m ak esh ift rad iatio n 
shield.

of 
s h o r t 
l i v e d 
radioactivity," Doyle said. 
The AEC and power company 
were notified immediately and 
shut down the plant. The leak 
was traced to a faulty filter 
system that had allowed some 
radioactive gases to escape. 
Some of the gaseous m aterial 
had 
drifted 
to the ground 
around the plant and although 
not dangerous in the amounts 
found could have built up to 
deadly levels over a period of 
time, Doyle said 
In February, 1973, Doyle said, 
the Aerial Surveillance Group 
was called in to the Shipping­ 
port, Pa.. Atomic Power Station 


after a survey by another group 
showed radiation levels in the 
area were two to three times 
higher than normal 
After a two-day survey and a 
week spent analyzing the data, 
he said, it was found the origi­ 
nal group had misread its data 
and there was no problem 
A more difficult operation oc­ 
curred in 1970 when an Air 
Force missile carrying a small 
radioactive element failed in 
flight and crashed in Mexico 
some 400 miles below the bor­ 
der. 
A 20 man U S. Army team 
searched a 30 square-mile area 
for three weeks without finding 
the site of the crash The mis­ 
sile,

Sands. N M , had been carrying 
the radioactive element to help 
determine how rapidly a test 
heat shield on the nose cone 
burned away while re-entering 
the atmosphere. 
In addition to its work with 
radioactivity survey work and 
recovering missing radioactive 
sources, the airb o rn e group 
also 
is in 
the air at Cape 
Canaveral whenever a space 
vehicle is launched 
Many of the vehicles have 
generators powered by a radio­ 
active materials. 
In case a space shot has to be 
abo rted , the n u clear sleuths 
will search the area where the 
launch vehicle went down to 
locate the radioactive m aterial 
for recovery.

Family, Government Are 
Blamed For Child Abuse 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - A 
report presented to the Ameri­ 
can Psychological Association 
convention blam es both the 
family and government struc­ 
tures for child abuse in Ameri­ 
ca. 
“Children constitute the most 
oppressed 
minority group in 
this country,” Dr. Peter DeCo- 
urcy said yesterday. “ It is a 
minority group whose mem bers 
a re re g u la rly h u m i l i a t e d , 
beaten, mutilated, killed or sex­ 
ually 
abused 
and who have 
little effective legal or police 
protection. 
“ N u m e r o u s st ud i es h a v e 
shown that less than 60 per cent 
of the cases of serious child 
abuse are not reported. This is 
not an isolated problem 
but 
rather one that cuts across all 
socioeconomic levels in our so­ 
ciety, across all education and 
intellectual levels, across all 
races, and across all religious 
faiths. 
“On the basis of current evi­ 
dence, about the only general­ 
ization that can be made about 
parents who batter their chil­ 


dren is that they them selves 
are 
usually 
abused 
during 
childhood," Decourcy said. 
“ Many parents do not fully 
understand the intellectual limi­ 
tations of an infant and child. 
They do not understand that in 
many cases a child simply does 
not understand what is expect­ 
ed of him. Too often their only 
resources in controlling their 
child is corporal punishment, 
which 
frequently reaches an 
abusive level. 
“ In many ways we do not 
think of children as people with 
the rights and privileges of 
adults," he told the convention. 
“ Physical punishment and psy­ 
chological harassm ent are con­ 
sidered acceptable methods of 
controlling a child. 
“Children are often punished 
by their parents in a variety of 
unusual and ingenious w ays 
that would not be tolerated in 
the most backward adult pris­ 
on, and the parents are not 
subjected to social censure or 
legal 
interference unless ex­ 
trem e neglect and abuse can be 
shown.”

Trading Fishing Rod 
For A Typewriter 


I'm trading back my fishing rod for my 
typewriter and getting back to business. It was 
great being a fishing bum for the last three weeks 
but all play and no work makes Johnny a poor 
boy, or however that saying goes. 
After all, my family has to eat and they can’t 
survive on a fish-only diet 
all the time. And 
believe me, there has been a lot 
of fish eating 
going on in my household the past few days. 
The fishing took me to Montana, Idaho and the 
upper reaches of California. It all started with an 
11-day trip through some of the best fishing 
country in the land. I went with long time friend 
Dick Cristofani, track and field coach at Cos- 
umnes River Junior College near Sacramento, and 
two of his teaching buddies, Kent Rustin and Phil 
Brown. 


AFTER THE LONG drive in Cristofani’s camp- 
er-pickup rig across the Nevada desert and 
through Idaho, we finally reached our first fishing 
stop: the Wise River in the southwest portion of 
Montana. It was a welcome sight, especially when 
one considers that blown fuel pump that kept us 
stranded in the middle of Nevada somewhere 
between Sparks and Lovelock. Heck, we hadn’t 
even reached Winnemucca yet. 
The Wise River is a narrow stream which winds 
its wray through lush meadows where cattle graze 
lazily. Its main fishing ingredient is brook trout 
but there is an ample supply of rainbow and 
cutthroat trout with an occasional arctic greyling 
thrown in. My first day on the stream was topped 
by a 15-inch brook trout and if you know about 
brookies, that’s a good one. Most of our brook 
trout catches were in the 9 to 11-inch range and 
my second day on the stream couldn’t produce 
anything to top that biggie. It was taken on a size 
12 goofus bug, one of the best producers among 
flies in this area. 


WE MOVED ON TO the Big Hole River and 
fished an area between Melrose and Divide. This 
is a great stretch to float, which we did on a little 
two-man raft, stopping at likely looking fishing 
spots along the way. 
On one such stop Cristofani and I were working 
dry flies and getting mostly whitefish with an 
occasional small rainbow. This river is knowrn to 
have some of the biggest browns and ’bows to 
bulge a creel. I finally connected with a larger 
fish and after about an eight-minute fight with a 
strong current on the fish's side, I saw that it was 
a rainbow. Safely measured in the creel, it went 
14*4 inches. 
Next stop was the Jefferson River at Twin 
Bridges, the area where the Big Hole, Ruby and 
Beaverhead rivers merge to form the big and 
mighty Jefferson. I had switched to a wet fly since 
dries weren’t producing and brought out a 14-inch 
brown. 


SOME OF THE OLDTIMERS told us that there 
was such a runoff this year in the area that the 
bottoms of most Montana streams were nearly 
wiped clean of bug life so dry fly fishing was 
below par. 
A fishing trip to this area could not be complete 
without a stop at Yellowstone National Park. That 
was next on our list. I had been excited enough 
over my catches on the first three streams fished 
but I topped it all on the Yellowstone. Everything 
is now catch and release in the park but it’s a 
sports fishing paradise. Using flies, the fish are 
lip-hooked and not injured, so it’s easy to release 
them for some future fisherman’s delight. 
I had been catching some 14 and 15 inchers — 
all cutthroat trout — on wet flies when a hatch 
began on the stretch we were fishing on the 
Buffalo Fork. I went to a size 16 humpy and a 
trout slurped it and started its run, pulling out 
yards of line down to my backing. After a IO or 15- 
minute battle, I finally landed the fish, the biggest 
of the trip, measuring just slightly under 19 
inches. I pulled it from the water long enough to 
get a picture taken and then set it back in the 
stream. It slowly swam away without even a 
glance back in my direction. 


WE ENDED THE TRIP with a couple of days 
fishing Henry’s Fork of the Snake River at Island 
Park, Idaho, where we caught many rainbows in 
the 10-12-inch range. We were at a fly fishing-only 
stretch where all trout longer than 14 inches have 
to be returned to the stream for breeding purpos­ 
es. Unfortunately, we didn’t catch any of the 
trophy trout, although there were some strikes 
and hookups of the larger fish. We had to match 
the hatches at Henry’s Fork with tiny flies. I 
caught most of my fish there with size 18 blue 
duns and size 20 inermis flies. That’s dry fly 
fishing at its best. 
After returning from this trip I wasn’t too fished 
out to take the family on a trip up to McCloud for 
a week of camping in this lovely area of Siskiyou 
County. 
We had enough time to catch all the fish we 
wanted, my 12-year-old son Rick catching his first 
limit, and had enough time in between fishing to 
visit with Nick Kobseff, the really fine fellow who 
sold his place at Nicasio a few years ago to open 
the McCloud River Lodge. 


THE SAD NOTE is that Nick has been ill and in 
an out of a hospital and must get out of the 
restaurant business. He’s leasing his place to new 
management now and will probably sell it before 
long. But he will continue to live there so McCloud 
won’t be losing its No. I citizen. 
And, as I’ve said before, the McCloud River is 
the best trout stream in California. Just ask those 
who have fished there.

was the key. 
"Hood was probably worth 
four minutes out there today, 
he was the difference," one 
said 
"I don't think there has 
ever been a change in Ameri­ 
ca’s Cup history that came as 
this much as a surprise."

We left last Tuesday in Vie s 
four-wheel drive International. 
.We arrived at the mountain 
ranch about 3 p.m.; I think we

canned foods, a butane refriger­ 
ator 
and 
a 
faucet 
which 
dripped The temperature was 
88 degrees, and the hills were 
steep. 
After unpacking our gear and

transportation. I think we drove 
about one-half mile when sud­ 
denly Gil saw a huge buck. We 
were all spellbound because be­ 
fore we ever got out of the car 
the buck had disappeared into 
some oaks.

Hunting in 88 
degrees takes its toll. By eve­ 
ning, we were bushed. I had 
been elected cam p cook, but 
everyone was so beat that when 
I 
suggested liverwurst sand­ 
wiches, no one seemed to mind 
About 2 a m., I heard a loud 
noise and awoke to see Vie 
standing by his bed with his 
rifle in his hands. I figured he 
was having a nightm are, or 
that he was dream ing of bucks. 
Naturally, I yelled at him. He 
explained that a pack rat in the 
ceiling was making a lot of 
noise. When he got up to inves­ 
tigate. he had hit the board 
holding the window' open. This 
caused the 
window to slam 
closed, which knocked his rifle 
down. Some story! 
The next morning at dawn, 
we were up and ready to go. 
For breakfast, we had a sweet 
roll and coffee.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Thou­ 
sands of acres of new vineyards 
now com ing into production 
should mean a rosy outlook for 
the drinker of California wines 
— at least in the immediate 
future. 
Skyrocketing wine prices are 
expected to level off, and some 
1974 vintages will be down in 
price. 
“This is now a fait accom­ 
pli,” says Harry G. Serlis, pres­ 
ident of the California Wine 
Institute, 
which 
represents 
growers. 
But Serlis added in an inter­ 
view , “ The future of wine 
prices at the consumer level is 
not that clear. 
“ For several years costs for 
labor, bottles and cases, trans­ 
portation, interest, etc., have 
been steadily rising. 
“So while grape prices are 
coming down from their all- 
time high, there remain numer­ 
ous other cost factors which are 
continuing to rise. We have to 
realistically expect wine prices 
to move upwards, but not so 
drastically.” 
During the late 1960s and into 
the 1970s many thousands of 
acres were planted as investors 
and expanding wineries rushed 
to take advantage of wine's 
exploding popularity. 
It takes five to seven years 
for a new vine to start produc­ 
ing. 
A flood of grapes from the 
heavy planting of years past 
has now begun. 
The 
Wine Institute reports 
th at 
180.000 a cre s of wine 
grapes will be harvested in 1971 
— an increase of nearly 30 per 
cent since 1970. 


It is this “great promise of 
the 
vin eyard s,” 
in 
S erlis’ 
words, that is expected to 
translate into lower prices as 
well as improved wines through 
better supplies of better wine 
grape varieties. 
The consumer price index of 
table wines show a jump of 
more than 46 per cent between 
1967 and 1974. 
For example, a popular win­ 
ery's zinfandei,

wine from the grape of the

name, has gone from 
$1.89 a bottle to $2.75 in the last 
three years.

Majority Favor

PRINCETON, N J. (UPI) - A 
m ajority of Americans believes 
form er President Nixon should 
be tried for possible crim inal 
involvement in the W atergate 
affair, according to a Gallup 
poll released yesterday.

Eighty per cent of the wine 
consumed in the United States 
comes from California, the in­ 
stitute says. 
The demand — coupled with 
increases in labor, equipment 
and shipping — has pushed 
wine prices up, says Serlis. 
Grape prices have tripled in 
some instances. 
C abernet sa u v ig n o n , the 
grape producing what is consid­ 
ered C alifornia's finest red 
wines, and chardonnay, consid­ 
ered the best 
white, have 
leaped from $300-$400 to nearly 
$1,000 a ton in some prime 
areas. 
"The tremendous upward spi­ 
ral of grape prices should level 
off and some varieties will be 
down in price and this will have 
the effect of relieving some of 
the squeeze on wineries that 


has been so intense," says Ser­ 
lis. 
A major part of the new 
vineyard plantings has come in 
Central California’s vast San 
Joaquin Valley, where the bulk 
of the state’s wine is produced. 
The new plantings have been 
in better wine grape types — 
such as barbera and petit sirah 
in the reds and chenin blanc, 
French colombard and semillon 
in the whites. 


Some have been grapes de­ 
veloped by the University of 
California at Davis for use in 
warmer climates. Among these 
are Ruby Cabernet and Emer­ 
ald Riesling, both also planted 
successfully in cooler areas. 
Other major vineyard expan­ 
sions have come in San Benito 
County and in Monterey County 
where the Salinas Valley has 
suddenly 
becom e 
a 
m ajor 


source of premium grapes. 
Better grapes from the cen­ 
tral valley and added supplies 
from the higher-priced coastal 
regions where quality is consid­ 
ered higher means improved 
raw materials for the state’s 
big volume wine producers. 


In the past grapes such as 
Thompson seedless, generally 
thought of only as a table 
grape, have received heavy use 
in lower priced wines.

The a ttra c tiv e 27-year-old 
mother of four was laid off her 
$5.60-an-hour job on a General 
Motors assem bly line last Janu­ 
ary and hasn't found another 
job 


She and her husband, Rich­ 
ard. 32. and their children live 
in a typical Southern California 
stucco house on a neat, tree- 
lined street 
in the industrial 
suburb of South Gate. 


They pay $220 a month rent 
for the three bedroom house. It 
has been sold, and when inter­ 
view ed they have ju st two 
weeks to find something they 
can afford 
Richard 
is 
a chrom e rim 
m aker and brings home about 
$170 a 
week 
with overtim e. 
M rs. Lundy said th a t isn 't 
enough for the family. He has 
taken a part-tim e night job so 
the children can have some new 
clothes for school. 


Mrs. Lundy went to work for 
General 
Motors a 
year ago 
after working as a door knob 
assem bler for a lock company. 
Before that she was a bank 
mail clerk. 


“ I ve never been out of a job 
before," she said. 
“ When I went to work for 
General Motors I thought we 
had it made with all that money 
coming in," she said in the 
living room of her home as the 
children — Richard, 12, C ather­ 
ine. IO, Steven. 9. and Weldon, 8 
— scurried around. 
Mrs. Lundy shook her brown 
shoulder-length hair sadly as 
she told of being laid off along 
with about 1,000 others when 
car sales slumped. 
"When I was first out of work 
I thought it would be relaxing 
to be home with the children,” 
Mrs. Lundy said. “ But when we 
had to sta rt scrim pin g and 
prices were going up, it got 
tough. 
“ We had a savings account to 
fall back on in em ergencies and 
now we don't even have that. 
We were planning of buying a 
house and a car, but th at’s 
shot." 
Mrs. Lundy has been receiv­ 
ing $67 a week in unemploy­ 
ment insurance. She said she 
has been told she has only four 
more weeks to go and then will 
have to reapply. 
"If I get back to work soon, 
we ll make it. As it stands, I’m 
sure we’re not going to get 
anywhere, just maintain until I 
get a job.” 


“ I thought I was rich. Abso­ 
lutely. I had more money than I 
have now," she said. 


Over the years she had a 
varied career-running a meat 
sales route in east Oklahoma 
for her first husband during 
World War I, operating beauty 
salons in Tulsa, St. Louis, Kan­ 
sas City, Columbus, and Chica­ 
go during the depression, and 
finally joining the newly organ­ 
ized Tulsa Institute of Govern­ 
mental Research 
"It's been 38 years now and 
I've been here ever since," she 
said. “ It’s kind of a perm anent 
job." 
Her second husband died in 
1959 (the first m arriage ended 
in divorce! and she m arried 
fellow th e a tric a l en th u siast 
John Lyons in 1957.
